INCREASED PENSIONS. 


Senator Quay Introducesa Bill Pro- 
viding for Total Disabilities. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Senator Quay yesterday 
introduced a bill granting all persons 
on the pension list, or hereafter placed 
onit, who lost both eyes or both feet, 
or who otherwise are totally disabled, 
a pension of $100 a month; also to all 
persons who lost an arm at the shoul- 
dor or leg at the hip 360 a month, to 
those who lost an arm below the elbow 
or leg below thé knee $55 per month; 
aud those who lost a hand or foot, or 
have been totally disabled in the same, 
$50. It provides, further, that persons 
who contracted twoor more disabilities 
shall receive a 8um per month equal to 
the total rates for all of the disabilities 
mentioned. 
Secretary Noble has been paying 
considerabie attention lately to the 
subject of attorneys’ fees in pension 
cases, and is formulating a plan by 
which claimants for pensions not rep- 
resented by attorneys may be placed 
upon the same footing as those who 
are. In speaking today of atterneys’ 
fees, Secretary Noble expressed him- 
eelf with some warmtb. ‘The pension 
bureau,” he said, ‘is now-issuing be- 
tween iourteen and fifteen thousand 
certificates a week. This means that 
the attorneys’ are receiving every 
week out of the moneys appropriated 
to relieve the necessities of oid sol- 
diers un amount” estimated at 
between $150,000 and $175,000.

Theonly plan seer be 
to turn over tonnage under a division of 
competitive traffic. This is already done ia 
the Southwest. have strong hopes, 
however, that Congress will modify 
the Interstate Commerce law so as to 
permit a pooling of business. About 
the best pooling scheme devised was 
that which allowed money settlements 
among the roads. let the law be as 
stringent as- possible in prohibiting and 
punishing improper methods of obtaining 
traffic, but allow the roads to divide their 
competitive tonnage and settle balances in 
money. Under the old system the difficulty 
was that immediately after an agreement 
was made the roads would begin to secure 
business by improper means in order to 
establish claims for a larger percentage. 
But with the Federal law modified to allow 
pooling, the weak roads, which must live, 
could be protected, and every line would be 
interested in waintaining rates and seeing 
that the law against improper methods of 
procuring traffic was enforced. The objec- 
tion against the plan of turning over ton- 
nage toa road that is deficient in its proper 
proportion is that business may be per- 
manently lost when it is transferred. 
Settlements in money are more satisfactory 
to both strong and weak lines, and where a 
road cannot compete with another at equal 
rates, it can devote itself to its local busi- 
ness and receive cash from the stronger 
ee for any deficiency on competitive 
raffic.

THE CHICAGO EXHIBIT. 


What the Journal Says of the Dis- 
play. 
(Chicago Journal.| 

Maj. Ben Truman, manager of the 
permanent Southern California Exhibit 
in the Rialto building, entered his of- 
fice this morning briskly rubbing his 
bands. ‘This is a little bit colder than 
you have seen it in California, Major,” 
remarked a friend who was waiting to 
see him. ‘Yes,’’ was the response, 
don’t think that I have ever seen itso 
cold there that I had to rub my hands 
to warm them.”’ : 

Major Truman subsequently said 
that the average temperature in South- 
ern California was about 60 degrees, 
and that the men working in the 
fields never wore acoat from one year’s 
end to another. It might be well to 
state here that this exhibit, the admis- 
sion to which is free, is simply to show 


what is raised in Southern California. 


It is not to boom any real estate; no 
orders are faken for any of the goods 
shown; it is simply to convey some 
idea of what Southern California in- 
tends to do at the World’s Columbian 
Exposition. The exhibit is worth go- 
ing to see, and every visitor is sure of 
acordial welcome and there is gener- 
ally a spare specimen of fruit for those 
who call. 

It is sufficient to realize that nearly 
all the fruits and vegetables and grains 
known to the world can be produced 
to perfection in one section of the 
country; or to be more explicit, in the 
four southern counties of California, 
namely, Lous Angeles, Orange, San 
Diego and San Bernardino. Orange 
county was sliced froma part of Los 
Angeles county, and was given its 
name from the orange groves growing 
there. Theold puebloof San Diego 
was the first place reached by white 
men on the Pacific Coast, It is @ 
Strange fact that in these counties 
oranges, lemons, limes, apples, peaches, 
pears, bananas, guavas, pomegranates, 
plums, quinces, persimmons, apricots, 
nectarines, peanuts, pecans, 
walnuts, etc., grow right alongside 
each other; and that grains of all kinds, 
sweet and Irish potatoes, — beets, 
squashes, onions and -watermelons 
Knock against each other, andithat.one: 


may have green peas and strawherries | 


every day inthe vear. It is, indeed, a 
wonderful showing of the prodigality 
of soil. While all the fruitsand grains 
grow to large size the flavor and value 
is not impaired in the least, unless it is 
the sweet potato, which loses some of 
its taste and more resembles the yam. 

The fourth carload of exhibits: bas 
just arrived and’the specimens are now 
to be seen. Major Truman had been 
boasting. about..a.. ~equash 
that was received some time ago, but 
in the last arrival was a beauty that 
weighed 261 pounds. Apples grow all 
over the country, but the finest speci- 
mens are found in the mountainous 


districts in San Diego and San Bernar- 


dino, <All descriptions grow without 
irrigation. With the exception of the 
tall granite peaks, the country pos- 
sesses a gradual ascent, with abun- 
dance of water, pine and live oak trees. 
There is among the apples one variety 
known asthe Russet Mission, which 
was introduced there by the 
Jesuit fathers as early as 1763. 
The citron of commerce is a 
beauty and very aromatic. There 
is a watermelon weighing seventy-four 
pounds, but they bad some that kicked 
the beams at 107 pounds. Then there’s 
a sweet potato that weighs seventeen 
and three-quarters pounds, and a collec- 
tion of mastodonic Irish potatoes. 
The potato crop is a never-failing 
one when put in proper. shape. 
The crops in_ fourteen potato- 
raising States having failed, Southern 
California is raising 1000 acres of the 
‘fruit’? to be sent Kast. Some gentle- 
men went out to Orange county to 
raise potatoes this year. Their first 
crop realized $150 per acre, and their 
second crop,will pay the same. The 
maximum yleld averages from 300 to 
325 sacks to the acre and 100 pounds to 
the sack. , Corn averages from 100 to 
125 bushels to the acre. 

All kinds of nuts are grown and 
every rancher raises peanuts enough to 
pay him over $100an acre. The guava 
is one of the most delicious of semi- 
tropical fruits. Whenripe it is used on 
the table in various ways, When a 
resident is satiated with strawberries 
he has a quava short-cake. Among 
other features of the exhibit are some 
specimens of beautiful marble from 
San Diego. There is a wonderful de- 
posit of this marble in fifty-two varie- 
ties of shades; a pictureof poppies that 
grow wild; a typical bough of the pvep- 
per tree. Outof a variety of shade 
trees the pepper tree isthe most grace- 
ful, The boughs are frequently 100 
feet across and covered with berries of 
pepper. There is also much to be seen 
in the way of fruits, figs, strawberries, 
olives, preserved fruits, jellies, orange 
and lemon juices, wines, etc.

The general said 
that he had overwhelming evidence 
that the Indians have been suffering 
for want of food for two years, and 
this is one of the principal causes of 
dissatisfaction.

An order has been sent from the 
Interior Department to {ndian agents 
instructing them during the Indian 
trouble to obey the orders of military 
officers commanding the troops on the 
reservation. 

At army headquarters tonight, Gen. 
Miles reported that all advices today 
indicate that everything is quiet at the 
scene of the Indian trouble.

Price, whose wealth and extravagance 
made him well known in this country 
and Europe. Price was born in this 
city in 1859, and by the death of his 
grandfather in 1877 inherited an in- 
come of $42,000 a year. 
he launched into wild extravagances, 
one of his fancies being aracing stable. 
In 1881 he married Miss Sarah C. 
Burton, but in afew months she re- 
turned to her father’s home. A _ rec- 
onciliation was afterwards affected 


but in 1886 they separated finally. 

In 1888 his wife filed a bill to compel 
the payment of a monthly allowance 
of $900, which Price bad promised her, 
He paid this up to about a year ago, 
since when he refused to pay any 
more, and another suit is now pend- 
ing. By the terms of his grandfather’s 
will, the income of about half the 
estate will pass to charitable institu- 
tions. Price’s lawyer said, today, that 
the young man executed a will nearly 
two years ago, devising all the property 
he might. be possessed of to a young 
woman named ‘Rolly’ Booker, who 
had been his companion for the past 
few years. The death of Price re- 
moves all claims of the widow on the 
estate, there being no issue.

GOV. TILLMAN DENIES THE TRUTH 
OF THE AXIOM. 


Jefferson Was Not Right When He 
Sald It—-A Bold Statement 
From the Governor of | 
South Carolina,

CoLuMBIA (S. C.,) Dec. 4.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Gov.-elect B, C. 
Tillman, elected on the Reform ticket, 
composed of the Farmers’ Alliance 
and Democrats who wanted a change 
of government, was inaugurated today 
inthe presence of a crowd from all 
parts of the State. | 

In his inaugural he referred to the 
national victory of the Democratic 
party. Inregard to the election in his 
own State hesaid: “It is gratifying 
to note the fact that this was attended 
by a political phenomenon, which 
was a surprise to all of us. Our 
colored fellow-citizens absolutely re- 
fused to beled tothe polls by their 
bosses. When it 1s clearly shown that 
a majority of our colored voters are uo 
longer imbued’with Kepublican ideas, 
the vexed negro problem will bs solved 
and the fear of the return of negro 
domination will haunt usno more. 
Can I not pledge in your behalf that 
we white men of South Carolina stand 
ready and wiliing to listen kindly to 
all reasonable ee. grant all 
just rights and privitezes to these col- 
ored people and guarantee fair treat- 
ment at our hands? 

‘We whites have absolute control of 
the State government, and we intend 
toretain it. The intelligent exercise 
of the right of suffrage, at once tne 
highest privilege and most sacred duty 
of a citizen, is beyond the capacity, of 
a vast majority of the colored men. 
We deny that all men are ‘created 
equal. Itis not true now and it was 
not when Jefferson wrote it. But we 
cannot deny that it is our duty-as, the 
governing power in South Carolina to 
insure to every individual, black or 
white, the right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.”

HIS SKULL WAS CRUSHED. 


Sensational Suicide of a Train Robber in 
Prison. 

Another of the Rube Burrows ‘ganz has 
gone suddenly to his peace. S. C. Brock, 
better known as Joe Jackson, jumped 
from the highest gallery in the peniten- 
tiary at Jackson, Miss., and dashed out 
his brains upon the brick floor some fifty 
feet: below. | 

He left a written confession that he ahd 
Rube Burrows committed the Duck hill 
train robbery in December, 1888, and that 
he (Brock) shot Chester Hughes, who was 
in pursuit of them. 

He and Rube Smith, in conjunction with 
Burrows, also “ee 
committed the 
Bucatumna rob- 
bery. The confes- ‘ 
sion also contains 
minute details of 
many other 
crimes, the whole 
making a very ex- 
citing chapter in 
criminal annals. 
He made this con- 
fession, hesaid, in & 
the hope that he 
would be con- 
demned at once in 
the federal courts, | 
and thus get off . JOE JACKSON. 
with life imprisonment, instead of being 
tried in the state court for the murder of 
Hughes and hanged. Later, however, he 
changed his mind and decided to die. 

The occurrence was a trying one for the 
officials. Brock and Rube Smith were be- 
ing taken out for trial when Brock sud- 
denly turned and ran up the stairs to the 
highest point he could reach, crying out to 
stand clear below, for he was coming. Two 
officials seized a mattress and held it so 
as to catch him thereon if possible, while 
the others sought to reason with him. 
They say this lasted an hour, but it was 
probably much less. Heshouted out his 
real name and added, “I would make‘ 
statement if there was a reporter here.” 
He threw down his new derby hat, saying: 

“Give that to the convict who keeps the 
white mice in his cell; he is a very clever 
fellow.” 

The officer on the gallery now tried to 
reach and seize him, but Brock evaded him 
and made the leap. He turned over as he 
fell, and just faissing the mattress struck 
on the back of his head. His skull was 
crushed to fragments and driven into his 
brain, yet he breathed occasionally for half 
an hour. This leaves Rube Smith the last 
of the fantous trio, und he will doubtless 
end his days in prison. 


Why He Denied Mis Mother. 

Philosophers assert that no man is wholly 
bad, and that the instincts of a gentleman 
may linger even in the breast of a cold 
blooded assassin. The recent death in 
Canada of Mrs. Sterling, mother of Charles 
M. Sterling, who was executed at Youngs- 
town, O., some time ago for the murder of 
Lizzie Grombacher, has unveiled the facts 


ly before the hanging. 
Mrs. Sterling visited Youngstown to see 
the condemned criminal. Though he had 
left home when but a lad, with a maternal 
intuition she recognized him. When 
brought to his cell, Sterling, without the 
quiver of a muscle, said: 

“You are mistaken, madam;I am not 
your son.”’ 

She implored him to recognize her, but 
he refused, and she returned nome half 
convinced that she was mistaken. - 

To his counsel Sterling said: 

“She is my mother, but I could not 
break her heart by telling her that her son 
would be hanged. Keep it secret until she 
dies.”’ 

Her death caused his attorney, W. 8S. An- 
derson, to break the seal of silence. 

“It was the most dramatic scene I ever 
witnessed,” said Mr. Anderson. have 
seen all the tragedians of the past quarter 
of a century, but none ‘could reproduce 
the scene on that occasion. The mother, 
every line in her face showing the most in- 
tenso suffering and her heart neerly brok- 
en, while the son, knowing that che truth 
would kill her, stood like a statue, his face 
showing the palior of death, assuring her 
that she was mistaken. Such intensity of 
action was never produced on any stage. it 
cowld not he.”
